At Least Seventeen Known 
to Be Entombed. 


NO HOPE FOR THEIR RESCUE 


RESCUERS WHO WENT DOWN MET 
FATE OF THE OTHERS. 


The Men, if Any of Them Still Live, 
Are Possibly a Mile Away From 
the Shaft and Are 
Beyond Reach. 


WEST NEWTON, Pa., June 11.—Another 
explosion occurred at the Port Royal mine 
of the Pittsburg Coal and Cake Co., short- 
ly before noon and several of the rescuers 
were dangerously injured. Fire Inspector 
Callaghan and Fire Boss McFeé were the 
most dangerously hurt and may die. This 
last explosion in many minds settles the 
fate of the entombed men and all hope of 
getting them out alive has been abandoned. 

The party that went in this morning was 
composed of Mine Inspector Bernard Calla- 
General Superintendent John Reese, 
Fire Boss William McFee, Fire Boss 
Daniel McCullough, Fire Boss’ Peter 
McLindon and Pit Boss Robert McKinney: 
All but Callahan were brought from the 
various mines of the Pittsburg Coal Co. In 
an hour another rescuing force, led by 
James Bailey and William Williams, fire 
bosses, were let down. These men were 
in the mine trying to rescue the entombea 
miners when the last explosion came.

PLANNED DEFENBACH PLOT 


NOW THE MEN MAY BE CHARGED 
WITH HER MURDER. 


Dramatic Close of the Remarkable 
Trial, With Lighting Flashing 
as Unger’s Attorney Wept 
for His Client.

CHICAGO, June 11.—‘‘Guilty”’’ was the 
verdict of the jury in the finale of the in- 
surance conspiracy in which Dr. August M. 
Unger and F. Wayland Brown were 
charged with conspiracy with Marie Defen- 
bach (now dead) to swindle life insurance 
companies and benevolent orders out of 
large sums of money. 

Miss Defenbach was to take a drug. which 
would cause her to simulate death; a dead 
body was then to be substituted and cre- 
mated. Then, under an assumed name the 
girl was to share a part of the proceeds of 
the swindle. 

Miss Defenbach took the drug, but died in 
a short time. Whether she was poisoned by 
her co-conspirators has not appeared at 
this trial, but this part of the scheme will

CHANGES ON THE OLIVE ST 


After New Crossing Is Completed Cars ae and from his decision there is no ap- 


Will Run Around a Loop on 
Broadway. 


Changes in the route of the Olive street 
cars at their eastern terminal in the busi- 
ness section have been announced by Su- 
perintendent John Grant of the transit 
company. ¢ 

After the completion of the new solid 
plate crossing at Broadway and Olive 
street the Olive street cars will not make 
a terminus of the block between Broad- 
way and Fourth street. This crossing may 
be completed Tuesday night. 

Curves which are being set at Broadway 
and Olive will permit the passage of the 
Olive street cars to the tracks on Broad- 
way. The cars may then run down Broad- 
way to Pine or Chestnut streets, pass east 
on those streets to Fourth street and by 
thir roudte return to their own tracks at 
Olive and Fourth streets, 

The loop thus formed will do away with 
the switching of the cars from the east 
track to the west track on Olive street and 
will cut out the time that has been lost 
heretofore in accomplishing this necessity 
Switches may be placed at other crossings 
on Broadway and the combinations of loops 
will, in this way, relieve traffic at many 
of the downtown points. ,

Carelessness—on the part of the transit 
company employes and the public—is the 
reason for the increased number of acci- 
dents on the transit company’s lines 
during the past year, says Superintendent 
John Grant. 


He told the Post-Dispatch, Tuesday, that 
he will discipline the company’s employes 
for the purpose of making them more care- 
ful in the operation of street cars. 

“There is no reason for the occurrence 
of accidents on our lines,’’ said superin- 
tendent Grant to the Post-Dispatch. “A 
street railway system can be operated 
without a greater number of casualties 
than those which must be counted among 
the unavoidableé 

“With this general rule in view, I took 
steps two weeks ago to stop the criticism 
that has been leveled against this system 
on the score that there was an increase of 
street car accidents. 

‘I have visited all of the headquarters 
of the employes on the variows divisions 
and talked to them. My statement has 
heen that the frequency of accidents on 
the transit system must step. and if the 
do not stop the company will be com lied 
to hold every employe responsible who is 
found to be guilty of blame. 

“They have been warned, and I am 
agreeably impressed with the results. I no- 
tice a decided improvement on many of the 
lines, and I believe that the degree of care 
and efficiency will be increased until the 
safety of the riding public will be assured. 

“The men understand that the company 
also intends to enforce stringent rules of 
civility to the traveling public. Many com- 
plaints have come to us about the rude- 
ness of conductors. I have told the é¢m- 

loyes that the company will not tolerate 
mpoliteness and that such offenses, if re- 
peated, might constitute grounds for 4dis- 
charge. 

“I want to say that the statement made 
by some of our employes that many of the 
accidents which have occurred during the 
past year are due to an impossible time 
schedule is untrue. That is no excuse and 
will not be considered as an excuse by the 
company. The present schedules on which 
the varioys lines are running are not im- 
possible. 

“There are a fewer number of cars on 
some of the lines, but the running schedule 
has not been changed. This refers partic- 
ularly to the Fourth street cable line. 
pwhich was changed from_cable power to 
electricity not long ago. We have cut out 
six minutes’ wait at the terminals which 
was made necessary by the switching of 
the grip car. This time is now used in the 
running schedule.”

Save the Birds. 


To the Editor of the Fost-Dispatch. 

Adyocates of bird protection present two 
reasons why birds should be saved—senti- 
mental and economical. 

The sentimental reasons are of a kind 
that appeal with especial force to those 
whose responsibility for their destructian 
is the greatest. Most of the ladies ‘for 
whose adornment the plumes of birds are 
chiefly used think little and know ess 
about the services the birds rform for 
agriculture, very few indeed know about 
the cruel way these plumes are obtained. 
It is a well-known fact that during the 
breeding season the plumage of birds ia 
the handsomest. At this time the plume 


{ 
hunter kills the parent bird, thus often 
leaving the young to perish in the nest. 
Imagine, ladies, the suffering of these inno- 
cent little nestlings, all for the priviege 
of adding an ornament to the hat, which, 
for aught I know, may at this moment 
adorn your head. 

The economical reason why birds should 
be protected forces to our attention very 
serious facts. Inquiries carried on by the 
United States agriculaural department on 
a large scale prove that one-tenth of our 
agricultural proces are actually destroyed 
by noxious insects. This means a loss of 
about $200,000,000 annually to the agricul- 
turist, orchardist and florist. The increuse 
in noxious insects is alarming and is al- 
most in direct ratio to the disappearance of 
birds. When insects are unusually plenti- 
ful they are eaten by many birds which 
ordinarily do not touch them. During the 
breeding season birds rear their young ex- 
clusively on this food. Even birds of prey 
resort to this diet when insects are more 
easily obtained than other fare. 

Nature has decreed that birds shall check 
the ravages of noxious insects. Birds pa- 
trol the earth, the trees, the flowers to 

rform this beneficent work for all nan- 

ind. Does it not seem strange to havé 
to agk for the protection of these indefati- 
gabie little workers. A. RE .
